LOADING THE CAMEL. 


Pecullarities in his Behavior in Strik- 
ing Contrast to the EKlephant’s. 
From the New York Sun. |. 


n India,’’ said a gentleman who recently 
returned to this country after living many 
years in the East, “the camel is used: fully as 
much as the elephant as a beast of burden. 
He is not so powerful as the elephant, but he 
can carry an enormous load on his back. He 
does not do so willingly, however, and is by 
no means the patient, docile servant that the 
elephant soon becomes under proper train- 
ing. When 1 first went to India as a young 
man I was connected with a mercantile 
firm in the northwest provinces, and 
while there I had abundant opportu- 

nity of studying the camel, for means 
of carriage in that part of the coun- 
try in those days were contined to elephants, 
camels, bullocks and men. Horses were not 
used as beasts of burden. 
and elephants were driven up to our office 
door and loaded with wine and beer cases for 
far away customers. The elephant would go 
clumsily downon his great knees and allow 
himself to be loaded without an indication of 
discontent. I have no doubt that he would 
have permitted himself to be loaded until he 
was crushed to the earth beneath the weight 

of his load had his driver seen dt to pile on 
the boxes. Butthbe camels receiving their 
burdeus was a spectacle never to be forgotten. 
They never varied in their behavior. and 
every one that I ever saw loaded—and I have 
seen thousands—acted in precisely the same 
manner. 

**The camel, when he is not eating or drink- 
ing or being loaded, is invariably chewing the 
cud. His long, crooked jaw is in perpetual 
motion, and when he is told to lie down to re- 
ceive his burden be does so without varying 
this incessant masticatory process. He awk- 
wardly bends his fore knees, drags his hind 
legs under him, and come to the ground with 
a curious kind of flop. All this time his long, 
melancholy face shows not the slightest indi- 
cation that he knows what he is lying down 
for; and this unmistakable hypocrisy, I 
think, stamps the camel as an animal of a very 
high order of intellect. But in afew seconds 
thé expression on the camel’s face undergoes 
a striking alteration. As he sees the dnver 
approacping him with a box on his shoulder 
he seems at last to understsnd the indignity 
and torture to which he is about to be sub- 
mitted, aud the astonishment, virtuous indig- 
nation ana dismay on tbe ili-used animal’s 
countenance ought certainly to make some 
impression on the steny heart of the driver. 
They never have the slightest effect. The 
man binds the first box on the wretched ani- 
mal’s back and goes away to get another. 
Then tke came!, wisely avandoning his ef- 
forts to move man to compassion, points his 
hairy nose upward, and bowls his wrongs to 
the skies. 

Never in circus, pantomime or show have 
Iseen anything half so ludicrous as the cam- 
es appearance atihat moment. His upper 
lip is curled back from the teeth, bis under 
lip doubles up and drops down as though he 
had no further use for it, his great mouth 
opens so Wide that one Can see about half a 
yard down his throat, and ouc of the cavern 
thus revealed come areries of the most as- 
tonishing hoWls that ever startled tae air— 
bowis of such abject misery that it is difficult 
to avoid the conviusion that the camel’s heart 
is breaking; and this imopres:ion is streagth- 
ened by the tears that ow copiousiy down 
the wailing animal’s eloogated cheeks aud 
drip from the end of bis no-e. In the utter- 
ance of each note of woe the camel seems to 
be exerting the utmost power of his lungs, 
but he is all the time holding a large force in 
reserve, aud as the driver «dds box after box 
to the pile on his back, a how! more resonint 
and heart-rending than the last testities 
to each addition tothe creature’s misery: and 
never, except when he is absolutely enoyazed 
in trumpeting his agonies into space, are che 
great Watery eyes of the camel removed from 
the person of his persecutor; they foliow him 
wherever he goes, and express through their 
tears contempt, indignation, astonishment 
aud diswxuy. 1 think it must have been this 
exiraordinary hobit onthe part of tue ‘ship 
of the desert’ that gave rise to the weil- 
known expression: ‘it’s the last straw that 
bieaks the camel’s bask.’ 
driver has no fear of any such catvastropne, 
and piles up the load until it reaches almost 
ihe proportions of anelepbant’s burden. Then, 
the cases being bound fast with ropes, the 
camel is toid to rise, and the animal, feeling 
that ke has conscientiously done his whole 
duty by entering his protest at every stage of 
the work, contentedly accepis the unavoida- 
bie result, stops his tears, suppresses his 
cries, gets up on bis feet, aod, resuming his 
occupation of chewing the cud, is ready for 
the week’s march tust usually lies before 
him.

Bruno, who filled the post of Canon of Rheims, 
suffered so much from the persecution of his 
Archbishop that he determined to leave the 
religious world and retire into solitude. Ie 
found a lonely habitation on a mountain near 
Grenoble, and here he built an oratory with 
seven cells, and, being joined by some men 
like-minded, devoted himself to the ecultiva- 
tion of silence and agriculture. The brother- 
hood throve: pious persons were liberal with 
their charity, and toe culture of the neigh- 
boring woods vielded an extraordinary 
and famous product. Bruno became the 
founder of the Carthusians—an order who 
have left their mark in almost every country, 
us our own Charter-house (a corruption of 
Chaitreux) and the frequent certosas in 
Italy, amply testify. Indeed, before his death 
he bad founded a similar monastery in Cala- 
bria, though the institution at Grenoble then 
took, and has always since retained, the title 
of the Grande Chartreuse.

«xtant where tbe visitor need not pay for bed 
or board, and also for the famous liquor sold 
all over tbe world and manufactured solely 
by these silent monks. The receipt is con- 
cealed under the altar ofthe chapel, and 
each successive prior solemnly admitted to 
the sacred secret.

Shortly after 11 o’clock the 
Southern and Western delegates ar- 
rived and claimed their cabins. The 
men walked in double file and wore a uniform 
of white hunting caps. The Southern aad 
astern delegates followed a quarter of an 
hour later. The crowd joined hands into a 
circle and sang all kinds of German songs. 
The flood of visitors interrupted these festivi- 
ties. They crowded upon the steamer, and 
after bidding their triends Gluck auf!“ 
hurriedly sought the gangways again. The 
ofticers of the ship by way of encouraging the 
visitors to departgave mock orders for the 
start. At noon the deck was cleared in earn- 
est and the steamer moved into the stream. 
The people on the wharves hurrahed and 
waved their flags, and the Turners on the 
ship cried Hi, hi!’? When the Silesia 
passed the steamers anchored in the stream a 
band on the Gen. Werder played. About 460 
Turners sailed—300 men, 120 women and 40 
children—the steerage rooms having beeu 
converted into cabins to accommodate the 
surplus. The Turnverein of Milwaukee, 
which is the largest in the couatry, 
wos detained, and will not depart until 
July 8. 

Mr. Max Burgheim, of Cincinnati, who 
managed the excursion, said toa World re- 
poi ter that the idea originatsd with the Turn- 
verein in Cincinnati. This will be the first 
International Turn- Fest inthe history of the 
society, and extraordinary preparations are 
therefore being made. The festivities will 
commence July 24 and continue for a week. A 
hundred thousand people are expected to at- 
tend them. Barracks are buildiag for those 
who have no friends inthe city, and the ex- 
pense, it is calculated, will be about 400,000 
marks or $100,000. A large park has been 
hired in which there is a banquet hall to ac- 
commodate 4,000 persons. An official Fest- 
Journal will be published. The prizes for the 
feats of gymnastics will not be costly, for the 
contestants are supposed to enter for honors. 
The Cincinnati Verein, however, offers a $300 
prize to the athlete who scores the best 
record during all the tests. According to the 
programme a parade will take place July 26, 
when the Turners will appear in their tradi- 
tional gray dress. 

One of the main objects of the Turnvereins 
which numbers 15,000 Turners in the Unite 
States, is to provide a system of education— 
physical, mental snd moral. Their schools 
were attended last year by 11, 000 children. 
There are said to be 170,000 Turners in 
Europe. 


A MAN BITE. 


One of Chicago’s Citizens Kills With 
His Teeth.

A citizen took the trouble to stop in at the

port that Francis Kain, ashoemaker by trade, 
bad died under suspicious circumstances at 
No. 251 1-2 Desplains street, on Saturday 
morning last.

He had in his employ one James Fin- 
nigen, an ill-tempered Irishman, with whom 
he bad often disputed. On May 27, one week 
ago last Thursday, Finnigan entered the shop 
at No. 145 West Van Buren street, and claim- 
ed that there was still Si due him on his ac- 
count. Kain said that there was nothing due 
him, and endeavoredto eject him from the 
shop. Finnigan was drunk and showed fizh: ; 
whereupon a row ensued, in the 
of which Finnigan got Mr. Kain’s 
little tinger into his mouth and 
crusbed it badiy. He was finally pushed 
nto the street, and Mr. Kain went to Mr. 
Price, who cauterized and dressed the wound. 
A few days later the hand began swelling. 
This was followed by swelling of the arm, and 
up tothe time of his death Mr. Kain suffered 
intenseiy. Dr. Rowan, who was in constant 
attendance, ireated the man for erysipeias, 
and in the certificate of his death that is stated 
to be the cause of his death. The dead man’s 
friends Insist that it Was death from the bite 
of a human being, and hold Finnigan re- 
sponsible.

abode. The hermit has frequently visited the 
girl's home, and the last time he was there he 
asked her parents to consent to their mar- 
riage. Of course they refused, and ordered 
the old hermit to make a hasty departure, and 
never trouble them again. Sheldon felt great- 
ly injured, and has since been looking in other 
directions with a view to matrimony. 

Sheldon’s life has been a sad and checkered 
ohe. He was born in the village of Bradford, 
Conn., in 1806, and consequently is 74 years 
old. In his boyhood he learned the black - 
smith’s trade, and arriving at man’s estate he 
mysterious!y left his home, came to Pike 
county, and purchased a few acres of wild, 
uncultivated, worthless land. Upon this 
land was a cave, in which, with a few altera- 
tions, the old hermit has since made his abode. 
Disap pointment in love is said to have been 
the cause of his leaving his home. His parents 
were well-to-do farmers, and it was not until 
a parsgraph appeared in the Times a few 
years ago that they knew of Austin’s where - 
abouts. A brother and sister came here and 
visited their long-lost brother, and after stay- 
ing with bim in his cave over night, used 
every inducement to have him abandon his 
lonely and rocky habitation and return with 
them tothe home of his cnildhood, where he 
would be well cared for. He refused, stating 
that he preferred to die, as he had lived, a 
hermit. They left him some clothing and 
money and returned home. Sheldon has fre- 
quently received letters from his family since 
then. entreating him to abandon his wretched 
abode. A short time ago he partially con- 
cluded to do so, but, becoming acquainted 
with the young girl above referred to, he 
gave up the idea aitogether. Sheldon’s dress 
and appearance has of late years improved, 
although he isa wie ee yet. 

His cave is only about twelve by fourteen 
feet, With aslab roof. His furniture consists 
of four blocks of wood for chairs, a box used 
as a table, a fire-place, over which he does his 
cooking, and an oid rickety rocking-chair in 
whieh he sleeps. He has about an acre of 
jand cleared, on which he grows a little corn 
and garden truck. What he grows and what 
is given him by bis neighbors Keeps him. He 
is as deaf as un adder, has been so for years, 
and persons who visit him  oc- 
casionally, out of curiosity, converse 
with bim by writing upon a slate, which 
the old hermit keeps for that purpose. He is 
intelligent and reads a great deal. The book 
he most loves is the Bible, which he has read 
through many times, and most of which he 
has committed to memory. He has had many 
hair-breadth escapes. Afew years ago his 
cave was surrounded by the forest fires, and 
the old man came near being roasted alive. 
He once fell from the uppermost branches of 
a huge chestnuttree, breaking several ribs 
and otherwise crippling him, and he has been 
frequently found in his cave in a freezing 
condition. That he will eveatually be found 
dead there is almost certain. 


Murder or an Elopement.

Otbers, again, think this impossible, as Shaf- 
fer and his family had occupied their present 
home for twenty years, and no person having 
any resemblance tothe tramp had ever been 
seen in the neighborhood before. The whole 
country is in a great state of excitement, aud 
is talking now of ixstituting a search for the 
bodies, expressing the belief that the strange 
visitor muidered both women and concealed 
the bodies in the woods close by.

TIPPLING WOMEN. 


Excessive Drinking Among All Classes 
the Curse of England. 
[London Letter to San Francisco Post.] 


Excessive drinking, the national curse of 
Eugland, has some peculiarities here which 
are rarely, if ever, found in the United States. 
The most alarming of these peculiarities is 
the rapidly-growing habit of drinking among 
women. [n Boston orin New York it is not 
uncommon—less common, however, than it 
used to be—to see a lady’seyes sparkle and 
flash over the wine glass in a private drawing - 
room, and, at the other social extreme, to 
see miserable female characters noisily 
meandering through the dark alleys and 
the poorer streets. Possibly between these 
two extremes there is more drinking in secret 
than the best-informed people have reason to 
suspect; but, at any rate. the opinion prevails 
that women of the middie classes are, asa 
rule, total abstainers from intoxicating drinks. 
In the course of a decade the drinking pro- 
pensities of English women have increased at 
u marvelous rate. Women of all classes 
drink. Those who can afford it drink wines 
—always very expensive in England—and 

occasional draught, perhaps, 
Those who can not 
do not stop with 
small beer—a cask of whieh is usually to be 
found in every cellar—but they patronize the 
licensed victualers, more commonly known 
as ‘‘publicans.’’ It is considered to be hard - 
ly the proper thing fora — of good social 
position to go into a liquor saloon alone, even 
at the private entrance, which most of the 
larger public houses have for their accommo- 
dation. If her husband is with her, or she 
has a gentleman attendant, it is not consider- 
ed to be in any way derogatory to her charac- 
ter to go in at the private entrance after at- 
tending the theater or a concert or perhaps 
a prayer meeting, fora stimulating drink. 
Under these circumstance, be she young or 
middle-aged, the way is clear for satisfying 
her appetite, provided her attendant thinks it 
is proper, in his own particular case, to be 
seen with a lady at a public bar. But what can 
a lady do for drinks from sunrise to sunset? it 
is not unnatural to ask. Unless the head of 
the family objects, for economie or other rea- 
sons (which is not uncommon), the cellar 
may be stored with bottles of spirits. But 
knowing the hard-heartedness and miserly 
inclinations of many men, grocers have made 
a satisfactory arrangement for the la- 
dies. Of course, when a lady is seen 
going in a grocer’s shop, it is taken for 
granted that she goes there to buy groceries. 
Her object may be groceries, it may be a glass 
of whisky—very likely it is both. There is 
no sign outside to indicate a drinking saloon, 
but men, as well as women, know that many 
roceries are licensed to sell certain kinds of 
iquors. In the rear of the shop, out of sight 
of the passers-by, there are a couple of small 
marble-top tables, with chairs. The custom- 
er sits down, gives her order, and having leis- 
urely drunk her whisky or her gin, she nods 
to the grocer, and he knowingly inserts in the 
bili, to pickles cr Fauce,sixpence or ninepence, 
whatever tbe price of the drinks may be; and 
the good housewife succeeds, as well as 
the most inconstant signora ever did, in de- 
ceiving her unsuspecting husband. Ulti- 
matelv, of course, he discovers her scent. 

Sometimes he comes home in the evening 
earlier than she had expected him, and her 
breath and unwonted exhilaration betray her; 
or the monthly grocer’s bill is sent in. He 
takes it with his pipe and bis newspaper into 
the smoking-room, and pretty soon he calis 
out: „Why, madam (our Scotch friend al- 
ways calls his wife madam), madam, here’s 
three and six for pickles, and I’m sure I 
haven't seen a pickle these two months. 
Then the cloud gathers and bursts like the 
opening of another bottle. 

A person who studies London society high 
and low cannot fail to discover in passing 
through the lower streets that drunkenness is 
lamentably common among the lower classes 
of women. At midday, as well as in the early 
morning, they may be seen. with flushed 
faces and noisy mouths, going in and coming 
out at the public entrance tothe bar. They 
ure apparently working women—women with 
tamines- rather than women of bad charac- 
ter. But their presence atthe bar does not 
cause any surprise; it does not check in the 
least the boisterous conversation of the loaf- 
ers. ‘The deference which even a loafer in 
America would grant a woman is gone. By 
sharing his public privileges he feels that she 
has brought herself down to his own level.

STEPHENS’ LAST STAND.

William Stephens and Albert Smith passed 
through the city this morning on their way 
trom Poplar Bluff, Mo., tothe Penitentiary at 
Jefferson City, where they are condemned to 
spend the next ten years of their lives. They 
were in charge of Deputies D. F. Turner and 
Thomas Johnson. Stephens has six danger 
ous builet wounds which may yet cause his 
death. When the transfer from the 


Iron Mountain tothe Missouri Pacific train 
was made he bad to be carried. The crime for 
which these men were convicted was burglary 
ard larceny. Some six weeks ago they quitted 
the state ot Arkansas and went to Peplar 
Bluff, where they became acquainted with Mr. 
C. Vanderwort, whose residence they 
shoitly aſterward burglarized, obtaining 
540,00 in money and other valuables. 
They left town, but they were 
suspected, and a squad of men followed them. 
They were foundinaruined house ten miles 
fromtown. They were armed, and they de- 
fied their pursuers. Over a hundred shots were 
fired at them. Stephens was wounded in six 
places, and Smith received painful injuries, 
but still they refused to surrender. Having 
plenty of ammunition, they kept up an almost 
incessant tusilade, and over twelve ot their 
antagonists were seriously wounded. Fioding 
that they would not cry quarter, the party set 
fire to the house and literally burnt out the 
two bravemen. When Stephens was captured 
he was in such alow condition that he could 
not speak, while Smith was also unconscious, 
They are tall, well-built men, with clear-cut 
features and bushy beards and hair.
